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1. A military kommandatura (Voyennaya Komendatura) is sot up 
in towns whore troops aro stationed, temporarily or perman- 
ently, for the preservation of order among service men away 
from their units. Its organization and functions are set 
down in the Garrison Duty Manual, Soviet Array. The Town 
Commander (Voyenniye Komendant) i3 usually subordinate to 
the garrison commander. Ity description of the activities 
of a kommandatur a is based on the Central Mllllta rv Kommand- 
atura of Moscow [ 


Organization and Functions 


2, The central Moscow Kommandatura was located t 11, First V, 

Moshchanskaya Street. The last commander kno. n to me was 
Brigadier General Kuzma Sinilov, now a M?,jor General, 

The departments of the Kommandotura were as follows; 

(a) Operations: This department was in charge of opera- 
tional intelligence and was staffed with counter- 
intelligence personnel and operational agents. 

(b) Second Department; -Lt Col Sokolov, The task of this 
department was the maintenance of order among service 
men away from their units. It was responsible for the 
city military patrol service and for the detention of 
all military personnel violating regulations such as: 
being out of uniform, drunkeness, disturbance of public 
order and AWOL. During the Moscow curfew hours, from 
2400 until 060G, the patrols apprehended all military 
personnel found vdthout proper passes issued by the 
town commander. Drivers violating black-out regula- 
tions were also subject to arrest.

As of June 1943/ tKe- military untls stationed 
in the Moscow region detached refettlar patrolling units 
which wer£ put under the Jurisdiction of the respective 
district komnandaturafl-for 24 hours according to a rota- 
tion fceheaule authorized by the Central Kommandatura .

Duty officers of the district koiranandaturas had the authority 
to decide on the disposal of the arrested personnel o Punish- 
ments wepe administered either by the Kommandatura Commander 
or hy the regular unit commanders 0 They were always entered 
on the leave or duty orders 0 Pop minor violations, suoh as 
failure to. salute or entering a bazaar, two hours drill was 
a common punishment. Drivers violating traffic regulations

9* Aftbr the war the activity of th'e military konunandaturas was 
greatly curtailed 0 The district konunandaturas were abolished 
and the Central Kommandatura was reorganized to carry out dll 
the duties performed by them. 
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
